Oly mp ic games to be held in Berlin n ex t y ear. 
So far as co mp etitio n is co n cern ed, it is clearly 
to be seen that n o Jewish o r Catho lic athlete will 
rep resen t German y o n an y o f its teams.

Thé. lesso n , he 
p o in ts o u t, wo u ld thu s tell Hitler an d his co u n try ­ 
men that we disap p ro v e an d wo u ld be embar­ 
rassin g to him an d his asso ciates becau se it wo u ld 
stren gthen the p o sitio n o f millio n s o f German s 
who u n do u btedly are n o t in sy mp athy with what 
their go v ern men t is do in g as a resu lt o f racial 
an d religio u s p reju dices.
